A Bill to amend certain Acts to implement the recommendations of the 
Committees on Subordinate Legislation regarding publication and 
laying of rules and other delegated legislaticm. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-third Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1. (1) This Act may be called the Delegated Legislation Provisions 
(Amendment) Act, 1982. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint, and different dates 
may be appointed for amendments relating to different enactments men¬ 
tioned in the Schedule to this Act.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Section 5 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 empowers the Central Goverrunent 
to make rules providing inter alia for the regulation of air transport 
services and the authorities by which powers conferred by or under the 
Act may be exercised. The Committee on Subordinate Legislation of 
the Sixth Lok Sabha (]2th Report) have recommended that the section 
might be suitably amended so that authority expressly flows therefrom 
for authorising the Director-General of Civil Aviation to approve, disap¬ 
prove or revise the fares, etc., of the tariffs of operators of air transport 
services. It is proposed to give effect to this recommendation by amend¬

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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 2 ol the Bill seeks to amend sub-section (2) of section 5 of the 
Aircraft Act, 1934 to enumerate therein expressly the more Important 
matters regarding the economic regulation of civil aviation and air 
transport services as matters with respect to which rules may be made 
under the section. The matters which are expressly being so enumera¬ 
ted, include inter alia the approval, disapproval or revision of tariff of 
operators of air transport services, the officers or authorities who may 
exercise powers in this behalf, the procedure to be followed and the 
factors to be taken into account by such officers or authorities, and ap¬ 
peals to the Central Government against the orders of such officers or 
authorities. The matters with respect to which the Central Govern- 
m^it may make rules under the proposed amendment pertain to matters 
of detail. The delegation of legislative power is, therefore, of a normal 
character.
